Siberia.

I had a thousand miles to go before I 
should reach the Arctic ocean. 
I found 
some difficulty in first cramming my­ 
self Into my deer sled, and in a few 
hours afterward quito As great in get­ 
ting out of it. 
The deer sled is a long, 
earl- I narrow affair, placed on high, wooden

You see before you nothing but 
i a mass of trees and slender underwood 
—no opening in which you can imagine 
that a road exists. 
But the leader en-* 
ters the gloom of the forest fearlessly; 
lie darts on first to the right and then 
to the left, between trunks of trees 
scarcely more than a foot wider apart 
than is needed through which your sled 
is to pass. 
Now and then you lose 
sight of the sled in advance of you, but 
your horse knows the road, if you do 
f not attempt to drive, and 
lie fol­ 
lows. 
Strange foims then the sleds 
take 
on 
in 
tile 
whitened 
gloom. 
Yakuts do not put sleigh bells on the 
harness, and you pass on so silently, 
: and the flitting things in front of you, 
of which you c itch glimpses occasion­ 
ally, seem to form part of some strange, 
weired and ghostly procession. 
So you 
pass on for hours through the forest. 
Then a w hite bleak space opens in front 
of yon, over which you pass in the 
moonlight. 
It is the frozen surface of 
a lake, of which there are scores among 
tire forests. 
Suddenly, when you hart* 
passed the crest of a bill you look 
down toward the valley that seems 
a mile away. 
You imagine that rockets 
are being fired into the air by some un­ 
known friends. 
They seem to be shot 
up one after the other w ith great regu- 
| lardy, and you can imagine for the mo­ 
ment that a company of Cossacks has 
been sent in advance to point out your 
resting or camping place. 
But tills is 
: an illusion. 
The valley is not a hun­ 
dred yards away, and the rockets are 
not ing more than the sparks from the 
blazing hearth of a Y'akut yourte. 
Outride the 
Yakut yourte looks a 
very insignificant affair. 
It is very low 
eovt red with a layer of mud, and in 
winter of snow, and lias slabs of ice 
propped up from the outside for win­ 
dows. and a doorway only just large 
enough for a cow to squeeze through, 
aud much too low- for a man. 
Enter 
the hut and you feel the grateful warmth 
of Hie blazings piled upon the raised 
hearth, and feel at once well disposed 
towards the inhabitants whoever they 
may be. 
Once inside and you see that 
the yourte is built of stems of large 
trees, the sides sloping upwards to­ 
ward the roof, w hich is also made of 
large stems laid side by side and sup­ 
ported bv pillars rising from the Airer. 
In the centre of tin- yourte is the huge 
raised 
hearth, 
slender 
stem* 
of 
tree* plastered 
with 
mud 
forming 
the smoke conductor, 
or 
chimney. 
The logs are thrown in an upright po­ 
sition, so tiiat they burn quickly and 
throw out a comfortable warmth around 
the room, which may be from fifteen to 
twenty yards square. 
Close beneath 
the sloping sides are built rude trenches, 
divided off’ into compartments, each 
about six feet long. 
There are the 
sleeping bank*, privacy bt ing only pos- 
ible w hen you 11ave a shaw l or rug tp 
hang before your division. 
On these 
benches you all 
sleep, Yakuts and 
traveler*, the yemschicks taking the 
floor, and you sleep comfortably enough 
in the blaze and warmth of the fire. 
There is an inner apartment of the 
vourte, a kind of annex or dependence. 
'Bins is net given up to tile family, or 
even to the ladies of the house, but is 
the unrestricted domain of the cows, 
which, however, have to pass through 
the living department to get to their 
own. 
Then there are the belles of the family. 
These are nothing if not ugly, 
In one 
yourte there were three Yakut damsels, 
their ages ranging from 12 to20. 
They 
possessed but a single pipe, which they 
passed around from one to the other. 
lf their brothers, the yemschiks, are 
just going ont on a journey, they allow 
each to take a few energetic whiffs be­ 
fore their departure, and then go at 
work themselves again, chatting and 
looking after the heiling of the sour 
milk at the same time. 
Tile pipe is 
kent gf»ing almost incessantly 
from 
morning till night, 
The girls are not, 
as I said before, handsome. 
Their faces 
have too much cheek bone, their noses 
are too flat. t Heir eyes too straight slit, 
and their habits in general too peculiar 
for 
appreciation. 
Such 
a 
Yakut 
maiden 
is 
not 
long 
fancy 
free. 
She is betrothed by her parents at a 
very early age, say 6 or 7, when all the 
contracts for her future life are settled 
and sealed. 
Ten or a dozen years later 
the betrothed pair pilgrimage together 
to the nearest Greek church, 
which 
may be fifty or IOO miles away, and are 
married. 
In the Yakut yourtes there 
are also a curious kind of cradle that 
attracted my attention, filled with hay, 
cotton, wool and a little baby. 
It w-as 
a long little box, made of wood, nar­ 
row down toward the place where the 
feet should come, aud provided with 
various openings w hose utility I could 
not grasp until I learned that when 
once a young Yakut was properly fixed 
in his place lie is kept there for a week 
or two, or perhaps longer. 
All these 
Yakuts are Christians, 
though I should not like to assert that 
they understood very well the myster­ 
ies of faith to which they were intro­ 
duced in such a summary fashion. 
I 
noticed when we started on our jour­ 
neys that the mounted yemschik in front 
of my sled invaribly took oft' his fur cap 
immediately after starting out, and with 
a long series of crosses commended him 
self and the piarty intrusted to his care 
and 
guidance to the 
God 
of the 
Greek church. 
But 
all 
along 
the 
road, on the trees, were tufts of horse­ 
hair and bits of rags, and these I learn 
have been placed there by the Y’akut 
yemschiks in order to propitiate their 
old divinity, Shawai, and induce him 
to give them good weather and good 
roads. 
But neither horsehair nor raga 
were of any avail as regards speed

Anx­ 
iously Looked For. 
The election of Tuesday last lias 
now been reduced to the question 
of who has carried New York ¿tate 
and the result hinges on the accu­ 
rate footingupof the long columns 
of figures. 
The footings of the 
election districts made by the As­ 
sociated Press indicate that Blaine 
has a plurality about equal to that 
claimed by the Democrats and there 
are two precincts yet to hear from. 
Several strong Republican papers 
among them the Albany Evening 
Journal conceds the election of 
Grover C leveland, and the latter 
paj>er says: 
“ There seemes t<vbe no longer a 
doubt that Gov. Cleveland has 
been elected. Every county has 
sent in its full vote, after a care­ 
ful verification, and the results 
assure Gov. Cleveland a plurality 
of about a thousand in the state. 
The vote will not vary 200 on 
either side of these figures. New 
York gives Cleveland enough votes 
to elect him. The Journal has 
devoted its entire time to wards 
securing another result, and it 
now reluctantly states that the 
election has been decided different­ 
ly from its desire, because it be­ 
lieves that the prompt recognition 
of the will of the majority is essen­ 
tial to the maintenance and pre­ 
servation of American institutions. 
So long as the people of the United 
States have decided to transfer the 
federal administration to the Dem­ 
ocratic party, we are glad that the 
decision has been made in favor of 
a Democrat from New York State.”

The Hew “H olstein” Cattle Furore. 
The cattle of the Netherlands are at- 
;racting more attention from the dairy 
farmers of the country than any other 
breed. 
For many years they have been 
carefully bred, w ith an aim to produce 
large quantities of milk. 
Doubtless the 
quantity of the mild has been less an 
object with the breeders of Holland; 
but when well-fed cows give enormous 
quantities of milk, and the milk can be 
disposed of as such, the profit is almost 
invariably greater to the producer than 
if the quality were better and the quan­ 
tity less. 
Besides, milk of low quality' 
is poor in fat, but not necessarily poor 
in cheese 
substance. 
The districts 
whence they come have always been 
famous for both 
cheese and but­ 
ter, so that with out further evidence our 
farmers might safely assume that tho 
milk was really rich in both butter and 
cheese. But we have other facts. Tile fa­ 
mous cow Mercedes, now dead, was the 
especial rival of the Jersey cow Mary 
Anne of St. Lamberts, for the honor of 
being the greatest butter cow in the 
world, and the no less worthy and 
scarcely less famous heifer Jamaica, is 
credited as giving one hundred and 
three and one-quarter pounds of milk 
a day, and in a week as yielding twenty- 
six pounds three ounces of butter, 
while Ethelka gave eightv-one and one- 
half pounds of milk a day. These cows 
were neither of them four years old and 
with theii second calves. 
A breed with such possibilities, even 
though the average fall far below, is 
one upon which too great care cannot 
be spent, with a view to both preserva- 
others m inus liver.

For many years they have l>een 
carefully bred, with an aim to produce 
large quantities of milk. 
Doubtless the 
quantity of the mild has been less an 
object with the breeders of Holland; 
but when well-fed cows give enormous 
quantities of milk, and the milk can be 
disposed of as such, the profit is almost 
invariably greater to the producer than 
if the quality were better and the quan­ 
tity less. 
Besides, milk of low quality 
is poor in fat, but not necessarily poor 
in cheese 
substance. 
The districts 
whence they come have always l>een 
famous 
for 
both 
clieese 
and 
but­ 
ter, so that with out further evidence our 
farmers might safely assume that the 
milk was really rich in both butter and 
cheese. But we have other facts. The fa­ 
mous cow Mercedes, now dead, was the

The election of Tuesday last has 
now’ been reduced to the question 
of who has carried New York state 
and the result hinges on the accu­ 
rate footingupof the long columns 
of figures. 
The footings of the 
election districts made by the As­ 
sociated Press indicate that Blaine 
has a plurality about equal to that 
claimed by the Democrats and there 
are tw o precincts yet to hear from. 
Several strong Republican papers 
among them the Albany Evening 
Journal conceds the election of 
Grover Cleveland, and the latter 
paper say.s: 
“ There seemes t<vbe no longer a 
doubt that Gov. 
Cleveland has 
been elected. 
Every county lias 
sent in its full vote, after a care­ 
ful verification, 
and the results 
assure Gov- Cleveland a plurality 
of about a thousand in the state. 
The vote will not vary 200 on 
either side of these figures. 
New 
York gives Cleveland enough votes 
to elect him. 
The Journal has 
devoted its entire time to wards 
securing another result, 
and it 
now reluctantly states that the 
election has been decided different­ 
ly from its desire, because it be­ 
lieves that the prompt recognition 
of the will of the majority is essen­ 
tial to the maintenance and pre­ 
servation of American institutions. 
So long as the people of the United 
States have decided to transfer the 
feieral administration to the Dem­ 
ocratic party, we are glad that the 
decision has been made in favor of 
a Democrat from New York State.’’ 
The Pioneer Press of to-day in 
commenting upon the above says: 
The Republican newspapers like 
the Albany Journal and Chicago 
Tribune, that are in undue haste 
to concede the election of Cleveland 
make a mistake as serious, though 
not as mischevious, as the incau­ 
tious Democratic sheets that de­ 
clare that somebody shall be killed 
if his election is questioned.

Sliortv was my favorite stage driver, 
name he m ust havohad, but I had never 
it 
Ho was an anomaly among the 
drivers, for he did not swear, he did not

and a manly dignity that lifted him far 
rnoBt men of his class. 
I knew that a day of pleasure awaited me 
one June morning, when I had been eo fortu­ 
nate as to secure for myself a seat by Shorty's 
side for a ride over Red Mountain Pass. 
In all my years of experience with stage 
drivers, I had never met one who could so 
quickly detect, and so fully appreciate, the 
rare beauty and splendor of a mountain road 
as this homely, uncouth, ignorant Shorty. 
He noted every light and shadow', every bit 
of glowing color, the flowers of the rocky road, 
the golden shallows of the narrow streams, 
the low -hung clouds that flooded the hills. 
The sunshine that came slanting down among 
the purple shadows or crow ned the snow-white 
c re sts, the quivering leaves of tho aspen, the 
gloom of the pines, tho foamy waves of the 
crystal streams breaking around and over the 
gray rocks, tho glowing splendor of the aster 
beds; the tranquil beauty of the mountain lakes 
—this man Shorty saw and rejoiced in it all. 
His soul was lighted up by the majesty, the 
beauty anti the grandeur of it all. 
“ Why sir," he said to me, “ I’ve lived right 
in these here mountains sc nee ‘03, an’ they’re 
not old to me yit. 
No, sir, they ain’t, an’ I don’t 
recken they ever will l>e. 
Tney’ro newr ev’ry 
m om in’ an’ ev’ry night. 
I see somethin’ in 
’em each day that I never noticed afore, an’ I 
ain’t yit seen airv two sunsets just alike. 
There’ll l>e a new kind of a light in the skv 
ev’ry time. 
There’s a kind of a somethin' ’bout 
mountings that a man outgrows, an' some men 
can’t git long thout after they're used to it 
l ’n one ’o them men. 
“ I’ve heord that them that's ben born an’ 
raised by the seashore kin never outgrow the 
sound o’ the waves.

They jest can't live ’thout the m urm ur 
an’the music o’ them eea waves, an’the foelin’ 
the breezes gives a man. 
“ Now, I’d just naterally die if I bad to goau’ 
stay clean out o’ sight o’ these hills. 
I ain’t 
one o’ ycr poeticky kind o’ fellers but I heerd 
of a man once a-callm’ certain mountains the 
hills ot his love’, an’ sir, that's just what these 
hills air to me—the hills of my love. 
“ I've tried goin’ awav to what some folks 
call a civilized country, f»ut I didn't stay long; 
an’ when I die I want to die right here, an' 
have the hillside fer my tomb, as that woman 
w rit 'bout Moses.” 
Shorty was a garrulous man, but never 
talked when you wished he would no t 
He 
would stop short in the midst of the most ani­ 
mated discourse to enjoy in silence any special 
beauty in gulch or valley, or far up in the 
heights. 
I was sure that the man m ust have had 
many adventures, but he said little about them. 
He never spoke of any act of bravery or skill 
on his part. 
One gloomv day when a mist hid the ranges 
and gulches from our view, I asked Shorty to 
toll me some of his experiences. 
“I am sure 
you m ust have had some strange ones,” I said.

There used to be a party big camp

O-Be-Jovful, but it got to be a kind of ano-be- 
sorrerfnl place to some u’ the boys fore they 
got out o’ it 
“At one time I reckon they was as manv as 
2,000 people in and ’round O-Be-Jovful. 
I liad 
a leg lar boom fer two or three months, an’ 
folks thought it was goin’to part l^eadville clean 
in the shade, an' there ain’t a thing on earth 
there this day but a lot o old tumble down 
cabins an' tunnels in which many a poor 
devil has buried tho hope an' atren’th of Ids 
life. 
“ I driv stage from the South Park up to O- 
Be-Joyful all through the gay tim e; an many 
an' many’s the load o’ happy, hopeful, young 
an' old iellere I ’ve hauled tip there, an’ them 
a siugin’ their gay songs an erackin their jokes 
with ev’ry mortal man of ’em tlnnkiu’ they w as 
goin’ straight to fame an’ fortchin. 
“ But, I tell you, ( sir, it, wa’n’t six mouths 
’fore I see a many a one o’ them poor fellers 
with nothin’ hut the old duds on their backs, 
a-goiu’ a-foot out o’ O-Be-Joyful without no 
songs on their lips an’ only sorrer in their 
hearts. 
“ That's the way in rainin' camps. 
Some­ 
how or other folks don’t 
alius hear, an' 
don't want to hear o’ the hundred that lose 
their all where one man strikes it rich. 
It's 
nothin' on the Lord's earth but a game o' 
chance, miuin' ai'ut 
“ Well‘ one day I had a woman passenger. 
Hhe was the first one I'd took up, ami I hated 
to take her; for the place hadn't a decent house 
in it, an’ she didn’t look like a woman that’d 
roughed it m uck 
She was a little cheery - 
faced and-cheery-voiced woman, all dressed in 
plain black, an' bout. 45, near's 1 could jedge. 
But spite o’ that cheery an’ smillm’ face, I 
could see plain enough in the woman's eve 
that she'd had her cross to l>ear, and, that its 
burden was on ’er yit. 
She'd a kind of quiver 
’bout her lips, even when she laughed, an’ onct 
in 
awhile 1 kotehed on to a little sigh or two 
that she’d give. 
“ She set by me all the way to the camp, an' 
asked a good many questions 'bout this an' that 
an' t’other, but hadn't a w ord to say 'bout her­ 
self or her plans. 
I managed to find out that 
she was goin’ up there a total stranger to ev'ry 
man in the cam p; as for bein’ a stranger to

“ 1 got my wrist real badly sprained goin' 
back next day, a n 'it was three weeks 'fore I 
driv up to O-Be-Jovful agin. 
Then 1 found 
the little woman mistress o’ the biggest board- 
in-house an’ hotel in camp, an’ the most pop- 
ler woman there. 
Mvra Claffitt’s house was 
the house. 
She was fliyra C’laftitt to everybody, 
but some o’ the !k>vs was callin’ her Aunt Mvra. 
“She did run a stayin' good house. 
Tliev 
wasn't any two ways ’bout th at 
They wasn't 
anything slow ’bout Myra Claffitt or her table. 
Ev'rybodv was welcome whether they could 
pay or ncft 
But the 1k>vs they see to it that 
ev'rybody paid. 
It wouln’t o’ been healthy for 
any one to try an’ sneak out of it. 
“ I reeon tiiat 51 via Claffitt was as good a 
woman as ever the I/ord made.. 
Tho boys m 
O-Bv-Joyful got so they swore by her fairly. 
She had a kind of a way 'bout her that not one 
w oman in a million has. 
A man couldn't do a 
thing e-he'd a»-k him not to do—anyhow I know 
1 couldn't. 
I’d feel 'shamed o’ myself ail my 
life if I did. 
Many's the row that woman 
broke up. 
1'vo seen men stripped for a tight 
an' all ready to buckle into each other with 
m urder in their hearts; an’ when Myra Claffitt 
’d march through the crowd that 'd give way 
’fore her, that fight'd be indef’mtly postponed. 
T hat’s what it would! 
“ But she’d never the first word to say ‘bout 
herself. 
No one knowed if she w as a widder 
or not, or if she had children, or who or what 
she was. 
She was a kind of a woman that, 
somehow or other, you couldn't ask questions 
of, an' couldn’t have suspicions ’bout 
You 
took her ju st like you’d take a clean, fresh, 
shiniu’ new dollar right from the m int 
“ But it allers seemed to me that that woman 
was lookin’ for somebody. 
The day she rid 
up with me on the stage {here wa’nt a man or 
boy on the road that she didn't see—and see 
good too. 
An' I never took a stage load o’ 
passengers to her house in my life that she 
w r'n't out an' starin* sharp at ev’ry man of 
’em. 
Then she'd go round on the lulls ’moug 
the men at work there, an' 1 tell you she saw 
all of ’em. 
Sometimes when all* my passtn- 
ger'd be out o' the stage I’ve seen that little 
quiver come so pitiful like to her lip an’ 
lucre’d be tears in her eyes; but I never let on 
to her or any one ’bout it. 
“ After travel got so light that they was 
hardly ever any passengers Myra Claffitt got 
restless-like an’ talked o' goin' away. 
But the 
boys they jest wouldn’t hear to it. 
So it hap­ 
pened that she was the last as well as the first 
woman in O-Be-Joyful. 
“The camp it l>e’giu to sink out purty fast 
(the mines never wa« no good) when I driv up 
there one Saturday, an’ in jum pin’ down from 
my seat on the stage mv foot kind o’ turned in 
like, ai/ the first tiling 1 knowed there I was 
on the ground with a broken leg. 
“ Weil, sir, that Mvra Claffitt give me the 
best bed in the house an' took care of like as 
if Td been a baby, Td laid over a month, an’ 
in that time the bottom had nigh ’bout drop­ 
ped out o'O-Be-Joyful, an’ in<>st o’ the men 
was feelm’ mighty blue an' des'prit-like, as 
men will feel when they've lieen cheated or 
deceived 
or 
tnrribiv 
disappointed. 
'Bout 
this time some claim-Junifiers began to show 
u p ’round the oi lv claims that showed any 
signs o' mouutin, to anythin'. 
Now, yon knew 
sir, as well as me, jest how claim-jum pin’ af­ 
fects p Jot o' miners, that’s worked hard for 
what they’ve found. 
You know a decent nail­ 
er hates a claim -jum per like he does pizen. 
They're dogged like game, an' shown no mercy 
when found. 
Whan it got out that that there 


was a claim -jum per around O-Be-Joyful it sol 
men on fire. 
They was feelin’ kindo’ reck­ 
less, anyhow; so they met and formed a reg’lai 
vig'lauce committee, an’ made vows an’ took 
oaths that they meant to stand by. 
But I tell 
you they kept mum ’bout it, ’fore'Myra Claffitt. 
“One o' the boys come to me one day an’ 
whispered to me that they was on the track o‘ 
one o' the wust a' the claim-jum pers an’ they 
thought they'd run ’im down that night 
“ An’ if we do,” says he, “ there'll be a hang 
in' bee ’fore daylight, sure as you’re born.

ment 
and with such 
success 
that 
all his neighbors have extensive fields 
blooming with their crisp favorites. 
Nowhere in this country can picklesfbe 
grown that equal in quality those o 
Long Island, and Boston, Detroit and 
Chicago deal exclusively in them from 
this point. 
In the four establishments 
at (ireendale alone there will bo cured 
this season over 50,(XK),000 pickles. 
The 
factory just being finished will bo the 
largest in the country, and will have a 
capacity of 30,000,000. 
A pickling fac­ 
tory at 
Huntington has a capacity of 
10,000,000, one af Farmingdale 15,000,- 
000, and another at Central Park 10,- 
(MM),000. 
The market was very high at 
the beginning of the season, the price 
j being $1.50 per thousand. 
It has since 
1 fallen to $1.25. 
The average price will 
be thirty c e n ts a thousand greater than 
that of any other season, 
or $1,80. 
Dealers are now ofiering for the entire 
crop, without regard to any accident, 
<1.50 per thousand.

non-refreshing slumber, occasional headaches, 
general ennui and weariness, and lastly, ner­ 
vous symptons of any kinds, not the least dis­ 
tressing of which may be some of the many 
phobias that afflict people with weak diges­ 
tions, from cardiphobia to hydrophobia. 
I 
ha ve had patients whom no amount of rea­ 
soning would convince that they were not 
suffering 
from hoart disease; others who 
suffered, 
they 
said, from incipient soft­ 
ening of the brain; some who had no lungs, 
others minus liver. 
“ I don’t believe,” a pa­ 
tient told me only the day before vesterdav, 
“that 1 have an ounce of liver left.” Well, 
such people, at. all events, have my sincere 
sympathy, and my advice to them in the matter 
of diet is somewhat as follows: Eat m oder­ 
ately; on no account take what may l>e called 
a full meal.

No pastry, or sweets, or 
elieeso. 
Take no fluid until you have nearly 
finished the solids. 
Vary the food every day. 
Fish only if quite digestiblo, which it often­ 
times is not; no veal or pork, bnt mutton, beef, 
game, and fowL 
Fruit Before breakfast, but 
not after dinner.-—A Family Doctor, in Cassell's 
Family Magazine.

The H ew “H o lstein ” C attle F u ro re . 
The cattle of the Netherlands are at­ 
tracting more attention from the dairy 
farmers of the country than any other 
breed. 
For many years they have l>een 
carefully bred, w ith an aim to produce 
large quantities of milk. 
Doubtless the 
quantity of the mild has been less an 
object with the breeders of Holland; 
but when well-fed cows give enormous 
quantities of milk, and the milk can l»e 
disposed of as such, the profit is almost 
invariably greater to the producer than 
if the quality were better and the quan­ 
tity less. 
Besides, milk of low quality 
is poor in fat, but not necessarily poor 
in cheese 
substance. 
The districts 
whence they come have always been 
famous 
for 
both 
cheese 
and 
but­ 
ter, so that without further evidence our 
farmers might safely assume that the 
milk was really rich in both butter and 
cheese. But we have other facts. The fa­ 
mous cow Mercedes, now dead, was the 
especial rival of tlie Jersey cow Mary 
Anne of St. Lamberts, for the honor of 
being tlie greatest butter cow in the 
world, 
and tlie no less worthy and 
scarcely less famous heifer Jamaica, is 
credited as giving one hundred and 
three and one-quarter pounds of milk 
a day, and in a week as yielding twenty- 
six pounds three ounces of butter, 
while Ethelka gave eighty-one and one- 
half pounds of milk a day. These cows 
were neither of them four years old and 
with tlieii second calves. 
A breed with such possibilities, even 
though the average fall far lielow, is 
one upon which too great care cannot 
be spent, with a view to both preserva­ 
tion of these inbred qualities, and to 
render them the more uniform inheri­ 
tance of the race.—Col. Weld of New 
Jersey in American Agriculturist for 
September.

D on’t W a lt fo r K ip« Corn. 
Colonel F. D. Curtis, who has had 
much practical experience in pig-feed­ 
ing, advises pork-raisers not to defer 
fattening their swine till cold weather 
:>r corn-husking time, and thus “get 
them ready for market when the price 
is lowest.” 
He elaborates his idea as 
follows in The Farm Jurnal: 
“It will always pay to begin to fatten 
inimals in warm weather; they will 
gain almost as fast again. 
This has 
been demonstrated a great many times, 
tnd it means all the difference between 


loss and gain. 
I know it. 
Any farmer 
can better afford to pay the interest on 
money and buy feed to push his animals 
ahead in warm weather than wait till 
his corn crop is available. 
There is

of the science of it; in warm weathei 
there is plenty of grass, or other suc­ 
culent food to go with the grain and 
so promote digestion and health. 
All 
sech meat is better as well as cheaper. 
A hog which has nothing but corn to eat 
does not make such good pork as one 
which has grass and other foods with tho 
corn. 
Grass is the best of all foods to 
make flesh, or milk, or good butter.” 
Mr. A. B. Allen, another authority 
in all such matters, urges, in a letter to 
The National Live Stock Journal, be­ 
ginning to feed corn as soon as it reach­ 
es the milk state, being then highly 
serviceable in hastening the fattening 
of steers at pasture. 
Mr. A. S. Fuller 
adds the weight of his opinion to the 
same effect: 
“It has been claimed, and we ’think 
with good reasan, that an acre of corn 
in this condition will make 20 per cent, 
more beef than when fully ripe. 
It is 
also better to feed to young and grow­ 
ing pigs than ripe corn, as it is all di­ 
gested, as may lie seen by an examin­ 
ation of tlie droppings of animals fed 
upon it. 
Farmers who have plenty of 
corn cannot do better than to begin 
feeding it while it is in a succulent 
state, ”
